MEDAL COMPLETED 


Will Be on Exhibit at Air Meet- 
ing; Guggenheim to 
Receive It. 


The “Spirit of St. Louis” gold 
medal, which will be awarded ev- 
ery few years by the American So+ 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers for 
outstanding service In the advance- 
ment of aviation, has been com- 
pleted and will be on display at the 
Jefferson Hotel during the Third 
National Aeronautic meeting, May 
27-30. The meeting is sponsored 
by the Aeronautic division of the 
engineering society. 

The first recipient of the medal, 
which was designed by Prof. Vic- 


tor &. Holm of the St. Louis School 


'of Fine Arts of Washington Uni- 


versity, will be Daniel Guggenheim, 
founder of the Guggenheim Fund 
for the Promotion of Aeronautics, 
which has financed many projects 
which have made aviation history. 
If he is unable to come to St. Louls 
to receive the award, it probably 
will be presented to him in New 
York. 

The figure of Icarus, the flyer 
of Greek mythology, appears on the 
obverse side of the medal. The 
words “Spirit of St. Louis” and the 
figures “1927,” are inscribed, com- 
memorating the trans-Atlantic 
flight of Col. Lindbergh. 

On the reverse side, space Is left 
for the name of the recipient and 
the medal bears the _ inseription 
“For Meritorius Service in the Ad- 
vancement of Aeronautics.” There 
is also a slightly modified emblem 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers. 

Prof. Holm said that he left out 
all objects of realism, such as air- 
planes, balloons, or Zeppelins, in 
order to obviate any controversy 4s 
to who should be pictured. 

“I felt that how we fly is not 
nearly so important as the fact 
that we can fly,” he said, “and #0 
I portrayed the figure of Icarus, 
who with eagle wings made by 
Daedalos, the legend tells us, flew 
so high that the wax holding the 
feathers melted and he fell into 
the sea. 

‘‘Tcarus is, of course, Greek alle- 
gory of the aspirations and possi- 
bilities of the genius of man, and 
is a beautiful tale of man's strug- 
gle with the elemental forces. By 
inscribing under the name “Icarus” 
the date of Lindbergh's flight, we 
have paid our flyer a subtle com- 
pliment and linked his achievement 
with the name of the Greek hero.”

Brief Quips of Mr. Angert 


Some of the briefer and more spontane- 
ous instances of Eugene H. Angert’s wits 
have been related by friends since his 
death. While he prepared himself care- 
fully for public addresses, he was never 
at a loss in repartee. 

A group of lawyers, at luncheon, was 
discussing the then newly announced mer- 
ger of the Bell and Kinloch’ telephone 
companies, when Mr. Angert appeared, 
and was asked for his opinion. 

“The only effect it will have, so far 
as I can see,”’ he replied, “‘will be to re- 
duce the Racquet Club’s library from two 
volumes to one.” 

A speaker preceding Mr. Angert ata 
dinner grew eloquent in praise of a prom- 
inent St. Louisan of the time. The sub- 
ject of the eulogy was not present, but 
his son was. When Mr. Angert’s turn 
came, he prefaced his prepared talk with 


an even more eloquent eulogy of the St. 
Louis man than the one just given. Then 
he added sadly, ‘‘Isn’t it too bad that tal- 
ent always skips a generation?’’ 

“Shoemaker, Stick to Your Last,” was Mr. 
Angert’s theme on one occasion when he pre- 
sided at a dinner attended by heads of the 
largest St. Louis shoe manufacturing con- 
cerns. Personal thrusts marked this speech, 
in which Mr. Angert asserted that “the last 
thing the shoemakers of St. Louis do is to 
stick to their last.” 

One of the big shoe men, Mr. Angert in- 
formed hfs hearers, dabbled in farming, in 
which he sunk the large profits of his man- | 
ufacturing enterprise. Another published a | 
newspaper—“if he would put more soul in | 
his paper and less paper in his soles, both | 
the réading and the walking public would | 
be happier.”

Robert Blackburn's recommendation for 
a Tc per pound duty on Canad‘an blue- 
grass seed, the present tariff being 2e 
per pound. Congressman Blackburn is 
from Lexington, the center of Kentncy’s 
bluegrass seed district, The bluegrass 
seed crop in our own State of Missouri 
has become quite an important thing. 
and the editorial closes with “Our blue- 
grass growers would not object if Con- 
gressman Blackburn's proposal were car- 
ried out.” 

This is fust another slap at Canada, 
whose people are already at the point 
of a United States trade boycott due to 
many other such short-sighted and self- 
in bills. 

In the first place, Canadian bluegrass, 
a species different from our own Ken- 
tucky bluegrass, has a place in our own 
economics and in certain sections is to be 
preferred over the Kentucky bluegrass 
because of peculiar soil and climatic con- 
ditions favoring the Canadian species. 
This season, under a °c per pound tariff, 
it has been quoted regularly at about $10 
per 100 pounds under Kentucky blue- 
grass. 

Next, if thoroughly investigated, it 
would probably be disclosed that Con- 
gressman Blackburn is not so much ani- 
mated by a desire to protect the blue- 
grass farmers of his State as to protect 
the small pool of speculators organized to 
control the bluegrass seed after it leaves 
the farmers’ hands.

What the farmer needs is not “protec- 
tion’ of this nature, but an intelligent 
co-operation among his kind against an 
exploitation which means $9 per 100 
pounds to the producer and a price of 
45c to 60c per pound to the city lawn- 
maker and 35c to 40c to the consuming 
farmer who buys bluegrass seed in a 
large way for his pastures. 

Wholesale and retail seedmen and the 
consuming public, as well as the intelili- 
gent producer of bluegrass seed, should 
protest vehemently against a selfish and 
short-sighted proposal such as made by 
Congressman Blackburn.

The Ethics of Nullification 


New Republic challenges Mr. Hoover's statement that disregard for some laws de 
stroys respect for all law; laws nullified by their unpopularity or other reasons 
are not confused in citizens’ minds with the living body of the law; the average 
citizen who carries a hip flask does not condone arson or highway robbery; nulli- 
tication is an inherent feature of the total legal and political process

HE aphorism that disrespect for one 
Te leads to contempt for ail is equally 

useful to the drys, who argue that un- 
repealable laws sheuld be enforced. and 
to the wets, who argue that unenforceable 
laws should be repealed. It was given ex- 
Pression in Hoover's inaugural address: 

Our whole system of self-government 
will crumble either if the officials elect 
what laws they will enforce or the citi- 
zens elect what laws they will support. 
The worst evil of disregard for some laws 
is that it destroys respect for ali law. 


This statement raises a double question: 
on the one hand, is a margin of variation 
in enforcement consistent with self-covern- 
ment; and on the other, is the violation of 
unpopular or obsolete laws just as repre- 
hensible as the breaking of laws that have 
the moral convietion of the whole commu- 
nity behind them? Is the nullification of 
a law to be régarded as a socially useful 
part of the total legal process, like repeal, 
Or as mere law-breaking? 

To identify nullification with violation of 
the law is artificial from the standpoint of 
jurisprudence; from the standpoint of psy- 
chology, it is absurd. The statutes that are 
nullified by obsolescence, local opposition, 
vr lack of serious legislative intent are not 
confused in the minds of the citizens with 
the living body of the law. If the com- 
munity is regularly and willfully disregard- 
ing a law, the most casual conversation of 
the citizens reveals that the particular stat- 
ute is distinguished from, not confused 
with, other elements of the legal system.

With statutes of this type there is no evi- 
cemce that disrespect for law is transfer- 
able from one law to another. The moun- 
taineer who shoots deer out of season does 
not drop into hog-stealing, nor does the av- 
erage citizen who carries a hip-flask con- 
done such offenses as arson, highway rob- 
Dery, Or rape. In fact, if the provisions of 
the penal code relating to these offenses 
were repealed, the citizens would continue 
to regard them as crimes. and would prob- 
ebly devise extra-lezgal means of prevent- 
tng them. 

The violence that characterizes the boot- 
legger’s trade does not arise from a mora! 
mdifference, leading the bootlegger to con- 
fuse in his mind the cfime of murder and 
tne crime of transperting alcoholic bever- 
ages. The violence results merely from the 
failure of the Government to protect an 
industry that is outlawed by statute. The 
industry reverts to primitive self-help to 
protect property rights that cannot be de- 
fended in the courfs or guaranteed by the 
police. It was not against the police that 
the gangsters armed themselves and devel- 
oped their iron code. Their organization 
sives a rough and bioedy substitute for law 
in a region from which the law has with- 
drawn. 

The prohibition statate did more than 
create a new class of crimes: it abolished 
an old one. It made it illegal to sell, but 
legal to eteal the forbidden liquor. The 
informal organization of the community 
then made compensation fer the vagaries 
ef the statute. Liquor larceny ja still re- 


sixted and visited with punishment, though 
not by the police; the sale of liquor 1s stil] 
permitted, though not by the Legislature.

as the Volstead act lezalizes deeds 
tnat the community continues to regard as 
theft, so the Jones act sanctions deeds that 
the moral sense of the citizens continues 
to condemn as murder. By increasing the 
penalty for liquor-law violations, the Jones 
law automatically puts the suspected liquor- 
law violator into the class of the suspected 
fcion. An officer who witnesses the com- 
nussion of the felony of transporting liquor 
—-were it only ‘In a hip flask—acquires at 
Cuce the technical rights over the person 
of the offender that would be acquired by 
an officer who witnessed a burglary. If 
tue felon flees, refusing to halt when called 
upon to do so in the name of the law, the 
citteer may kill him. The law will de- 
scribe the decd as justifiable or excusable 
hemicide. It may happen that the victim 
flees because he wrongly believes the pur- 
suing officer to be a thug. Even this cir- 
cumstance may -not make the homicide a 
crime. But such acts, though legalized by 
statute, will be resented by the community 
as if there were no statute. A community 
terrorized by repeated outrages of this kind 
would probably develop such a temper that 
juries would acquit persons who killed pro- 
hibition enforcement officers, or the of- 
fending officials might be subjected directly 
to mob vengeance. Fortunately, the adjust- 
ment of law enforcement to public senti- 
ment takes place by way of the autonomy 
uv: the local community and nullification of 
tle statute. The’ Legisiature cannot really 
give effect to its formal act to legalize mur- 
der, any more than it can make effective 
its enactment to legalize theft. 

This experience with prohibition seems to 
demonstrate that there is something in the 
rature of law that a log-rolling Legislature 
cannot touch by means of a statutory en- 
artment. But the doctrinaire will still bring 
forth the objection that if everyone chooses 
which laws he Will obey, the consequence 
is anarchy. 

This is another of the objections based 
upon fiction—in this case, a fictitious no- 
tron of human nature. For human beings 
are not rationa] atoms, each utterly inde- 
pendent of the other and capable of en- 
tertaining any view. believing any doctrine, 
upholding @ny cause, that a speculative 
taind might invent for him. The opinions 
of men cannot be piucked up arbitrarily 
from their deep background. The same re- 
sistance that is offered to an unconsidered 
legisiative act will also check these sup- 
posed attemyits toward gn anarchistic choice 
of laws to be obeyed or ignored.

CHICAGO. 
IVEN a young girl and a 
young man, both intensely 
in love with each other, 
both normally intelligent, 
both in sympathy with 
modern tendencies; let 
them marry with ail the 
sanctions and privileges of 
companionate marriage. 
The answer, many sociolo- 
gists say, should be a successful union, partic- 
Uarly when the marriage in question was 
buttressed by a formal, legal agreement 
Which supposedly allowed for all contingen- 
des and catastrophes. 

But there are at least two young people 
here in Chicago who have discovered that this 
is not altogether true. Sadder and consid- 
erably wiser than a year ago, they have run 
headlong against the convictions of the older 
generation, against tradition and prejudice 
and against economic reality that was close 
to poverty. 

Even now they will not admit failure. They 
say, instead, he, “If it hadn't been for her 
parents,”’ and she, “If we only had had 
enough money.” But these two University of 
Chicago students have not abandoned the 
theories which they held when they entered 
intoa secret marriage experiment——an experi- 
ment that was bound by an ante-nuptial 
agreement with the following preamble: 

“Whereas, Leo D. Dolan, of 7435 Yates 
avenue, hereinafter called the party of the 
first part, and Virginia M. Roth, of 7550 
Saginav venue, hereinafter called the party 
of the ond part, are mutually desirous of 
tnterln; the bonds of matrimony and are 
lmpedea from normal enjoyment of the mar- 
tlage state by divers considerations of family 
disapprobation, economic conditions, and 
Mesent and prospective social position and 
the preparation therefore. Witness, there- 
fore, these articles of agreement entered into 
by the aforementioned parties, this 12th day 
& September in the year of our Lord, 1928.” 

It was a brave beginning and no one could 
have foreseen that one outcome would be a 
$50,000 alienation of affection suit filed by 
Dolan against his parents-in-law. It could 
hot be charged that these two rushed hastily 
into marriage. They have known each other 
most since they were children. In 1924 
When they happened to be seated next to each 
Other at a party they were mutually attract- 
“. They were both 16. It was almost, says 
the boy, a case of love at first sight. 

Dolan is a serious type. His interests have

Of the hostility, whatever its cause, there 
could be no mistake. The Dolan boy was 
forbidden to call.

There were many ways to get around this 
parental fiat. The customary way was to 
have one of Dolan’'s fraternity brothers-—he 
is a member of Sigma Nu--call for the girl 
as though he had an appointment. This 
brother-in-the-bond then delivered Virginia at 
a pre-arranged meeting place. 

Dolan took the first two years of college 
at Notre Dame University. Returning for va- 
cation the second year, it seemed that the 
Roths had somewhat relented. He was per- 
mitted to call at the house two or three 
times. He even gained the sympathy of Mrs. 
Roth until the latter learned some weeks 
later that he desired to marry their daugh- 
ter, who is an only child. 

“Then she hit the roof,’’ Dolan says. ‘‘She 
is opposed, you see, to all marriage because 
her own has been so drab. That’s my theory 
and Virginia thinks so, too.,’”’ 

Virginia also has another view of it. ‘‘My 
family——well, you know what the older gen- 
eration is like. I wonder why s0 many par- 
ents want their children to marry million- 
aires. It seems most of them.do. And my 
father thought my husband's social position 
was beneath ours.

“2 That he will permit and aasist the 
party of the second part to act in the capac- 
ity of school teacher, provided that such per- 
mission shall not be construed to extend 
beyond the first day of January, 1933, that 
such permission shall not be construed to 
mean that the party of the second part will

The document continued: 

“The contracting parties do solemnly

with the secret marriage. Dolan's fra- 

ternity brother would call at the Roth 
home and bring the young bride to her wait- 
ing husband. Then one evening when Vir- 
ginia came home, her actions aroused Mrs. 
Roth's suspicions. Father and mother con- 
fronted the daughter. ‘Are you married?’ 
they asked. She grew confused. A storm of 
questions and accusations followed. ‘‘No, I’m 
not married,’ she said at last and retreat- 
ing into her room bolted the door. 

A scene followed. Mr. and Mrs. Roth broke 
down the door. They denounced the girl. 
Finally in desperation she left the house 
without even a handbag and went to the hotel 
where her husband was staying. Dolan was 
awakened at 2 o'clock in the morning by the 
hotel clerk who told him that Mrs. Dolan 
was coming up. ° 

They stayed there for two or three days 
until the Roth family physician came as in- 
termediary. He sympathized with the young 
people and tried to persuade Mr. and Mrs. 
Roth to forgive and accept. It was no use. 

Virginia and her husband went to house- 
keeping in a‘one-room apartment near the 
University campus. Virginia got a part-time 
job doing secretarial work for the Alumni 
Council. Her husband worked every other 
night doing statistical work for the Illinois 
Steel Company. They were both carrying full 
schedules at the university They had their 
own meals to prepare and their bed to make. 

It was approaching Christmas and the end 
of the fall quarter. When the winter quar- 
ter would begin they would have to have 
$100 each for tuition. Meanwhile Dolan's 
mother was paying the rent on the apart- 
ment. A day or two before Christmas Vir- 
ginia left and went to her parents’ home. 

She says she went voluntarily because she 
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could not endure the thought of giving up 
her education and she knew there wouldn't 
be enough for her tuition. Dolan charges 
that Mrs. Roth, having at last become recon- 
ciled with her daughter, interfered more and 
more and finally persuaded her to come 
home. On March 13 he filed a declaration in 
his suit for $50,000 against Edgar and Nellie 
Roth, charging they robbed him of his wife's 
affections. 

“TI decided it was the only way I could 
bring them to terms—through their pocket- 
book. Virginia is my wife. I atill care for 
her very much and I! believe she loves me.’’ 


ITH the filing of the suit the Roths 

VV were aroused to a new pitch of 

resentment against Dolan. For a 
time they even succeeded in winning Vir- 
ginia over to their view. They are middle- 
class people. The father makes substantially 
$5000 a year and they own the attractive 
home in which they live. In fact, one of 
their objections to Dolan was the fact that 
his mother owns and runs a large dancing 
academy. They regard this as undignified. 
Dolan himself is proud of his mother. 

“TI think she’s splendid,’’ he says, ‘‘what 
she’s done. There she was left with those 
children and she has made her own way by 
her industry and forthrightness.”’ 

In answer to the suit Roth promptly re- 
tained W. W. O'Brien, a leading criminal 
lawyer, who filed a demurrer.

NEW YORK. 
ORMAN BEL GED- 
DES has _atarted 
another revolution. 
Twelve years ago, 
while still in his 
early twenties, this 
talented American 
artist began to 
devote himself to 
the designing of 
stage sets. His brilliant achievements, 
particularly in the use of lights, not 
only placed him in the front rank of 
world scenic designers, but ,were im- 
portant factors in a revolution which 
effectively shattered the old, stereo- 
typed methods of play production. It 
was Geddes who was most instrumen- 
tal in bringing into the American the- 
ater what has since become almost an 
axiom among the better producers, 
namely, the conviction that a stage 
setting ought to be imaginative, no 
matter how realistic; interpretive 
rather than literal. To him every play 
had a spiritual atmosphere of its own, 
and it was his belief that the sets 
should not only be beautiful in them- 
kelves, but that they should at the 
same time be an integral part of the 
play for which they were designed. In 
other words, Geddes, along with such 
international figures as Reinhardt, 
Gordon Craig and Max Poel, destroyed 
the old idea that a stage set should be 
merely a frame for a play, and sub- 
stituted the idea that prevails today, 
that a stage set should be an insepara- 
ble component of the play. And it 
was by the success with which he car- 
ried out his theory that Geddes be- 
came a leader in the successful revolu- 
tion that brought art back into the 
theater and raised: the designer of 
stage sets to the position of a creative 
artist. 


ND now this amazing and ver- 

A siti yOUng Man has burned 
all his bridges behind him and 
has set out to do for the world of 
business and industry what he did 
for the theater. With great suc- 
cess for the past year he has 
been designing display windows, air- 
pianes, weighing scales, automobiles 
and furniture. His designs have been 
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accepted by some of the leading man- 
ufacturers of the country and are now 
being reproduced in the factory work- 
shops. Requests for designs from big 
concerns are coming in upon him 
faster than he can turn them out. At 
first glance one might think that this 
new work is something of a come- 
down for an artist. Commercial art, 
although always lucrative, has usually 
been looked upon as a necessary evil 
by many creative artists, a means of 
gaining an income with which to in- 
dulge in pure creation. But Norman 
Bel Geddes didn’t turn to commercial 
art solely to make money. His in- 
come as a highly successful scenic 
artist was more than sufficient for 
his needs. Indeed, his motives were 
purely artistic, and his conception of 
what commercial or industrial art 
should be are as original as were his 
conceptions of stage designs 12 years 
ago, and they give promise of being 
equally revolutionary. 


OT ne real difficulty with com- 
mercial or industrial art in 
the past,’ he says, ‘‘has not 
been the fault of the manufacturer, 
but rather the fault of the art- 
ists, who were not able to rec- 
ognize the great possibilities for cre- 
ating beauty in commercial] objects. 
There is no reason in the world why 
an automobile, a weighing scale or a 
metal bed shouldn't be a lovely thing 
to look upon, without sacrificing anv 
of its utility. The trou- 
ble has been that man- 
ufacturers and invent- 
ors have quite natural- 
ly worked out their de- 
signs with their atten- 
tion almost exclusively 
riveted to the work the 
product was to perform. 
Afterwards decorative 
touches were added. but 
the thing was never 
Originally designed to 
be both useful and 
beautiful at the same 
time. Automobiles have 
usually been designed 
from the motor out- 
wards, 80 to speak. 
Whatever beauty they 
possessed came as 4a 
sort of aftertouch. In 
other words, the cars 
were practically de- 


signed by engineers. Well, you will 
get a good motor that way and a 
smoothiv-running machine, but the 
chances are against eetting a beau- 
tiful car at the same time. My 
idea is to design the car as an artis- 
tic conception, based, of course, on the 
function it is to perform. This way, 
however, you are always sure to have 
a beautiful car, if your artist is good, 
and there is no reason why it shouldn't 
be as excellent mechanically as it was 
before. 

“Then again there’s the problem of 
designing metal furniture. In the past 
it has been designed not only with 
wooden furniture as the 
model but so that it 
would even look (Ilike 
wood. That struck me 
as a very inartistic ap- 
proach. It was nothing 
better than Imitation, 
and the worst of it was 
that the possibilities of 
metal as a medium were 
never appreciated. I

The Bel part 
of his name was applied to him as a 
nickname in early youth and it was 
used so frequently that the young 
artist simply adopted it. While very 
young he attended Cleveland Art 
School, but left in a few months to 
study at the Chicago Art Institute. 
There he came into con- 
tact almost immediately 
with Henrik Lund, the

Lund took a great interest in the boy, 
and at his request’ Geddes spent much 
of his time in the Norwegian’s studio.

His 
parting advice to the boy was that he 
should stay away from schools and al- 
low his artistic ideas to devetop in 
their own way. Geddes took this ad- 
vice, with the result that his ‘‘art edu- 
cation’’ covered a period of less thau 
12 months. Geddes then journeyed 
to Detroit, where he went to work for 
an advertising agency.

PHOENIX, Arizona. 
OWBOY humor for 
the most part is 
crude, primitive, 
lacking in subtlety. 
Behind it is the ex-

crudity. Cowboy humor was not made 
for supersensitive Fred Meece, youth- 
ful citrus grower of the Glendale dis- 
trict, near here, and as a result he its 
in jail charged with murdering his 
18-year-old wife. 

A burst of laughter on Meece's part 
on his wedding night, when cowboy 
friends attempted a practical joke to 
“‘get his goat,’’ might have saved his 
bride's life and Meece's reason. But 
he was unable to cope with cowboy 
humor. A serious youth of 20, dead 
in earnest in his devotion to his bride, 
he failed to respond to the spirit of 
the Western § charivari. His wits 
cracked and he became wildly jealous, 
finally shooting his wife to death. 

Bullets from ai rusty revolver 
wrought the aftermath, on April 13, in 
a lonely desert spot northwest of here, 
of the wedding-night ‘“‘jeat’’ of Meece's 
friends and brought Meece’s love 
affair to a tragic ending. Still ir- 
rational, Meece remains under guard 
in the Maricopa County Jail here. 
charged with murder. Clenching and 
unclenching his fists, gnawing his 
knuckles, he mumbles from time to 
time his wife's name, and tears start 
from his eyes. 

News of Meece's betrothal, several 
months ago, to comely Pearl Kent, 
daughter of cattle ranchman ‘Bill’’ 
Kent, was received with not a little 
tenderness along Buckeye road, in the 
ranch district southwest of Phoenix. 
Ranch wives sighed and said: ‘Well,

it’s about time, he’s been courtin’ her 
more than a year. She's a good girl, 
too, and knows her way on a horse 
and in the kitchen. They seem to be 
made for each other.” 

Pearl was then 17 years old and had 
finished her second year in the Junior 
High School of Phoenix.

19. The devotion of the pair, during 
the year Meece wooed her, had become 
a countryside marvel. If Meece was 
helping to lay out a citrus ranch 50 
miles from ‘‘Bill’’ Kent's ranch, he 
would nevertheless ‘‘drop over,’’ in his 
ancient Ford, to call on Pearl at the 
end of the day's work. 
in his old runabout, the pair could be 
seen nightly on the road into Phoenix, 
hastening to a dance, a movie. Meece 
took dinner at the Kent ranch virtu- 
ally every night, as if he were already 
a member of the family. They whis- 
pered together at the long ranch table 
during meals, apparently oblivious of 
the 10 or more other persons at the 
board.

He'd 
get dead white and he’d speak to Pearl 
and they’d both leave the dance.’’ 

Five months after the engagement, 
which Buckeye road had learned of 
with sentimental fondness, the unabat- 
ed ‘‘goat-getting’’ began to bear fruit 
in the form of almost daily quarrels 
between Meece and his betrothed. 
Meece retmained among his citrus 
trees, white-faced, bitter. He swore 
he would never again visit the Kent 
ranch. But in the evening, after his 
dinner, he'd hop into his car and drive 
20 miles or more to plead with Pearl 
for a new beginning. 

Pearl's father and mother, who had 
liked Meece from the start, came in 
time to be fearful of his jealousy and 
suggested more than once that Pearl 
break the engagement. 

“But how can I?"’ she said. “I love 
him.
